GENERAL REMARKS. 


Our schools for the past year, with perhaps one exception, have 
been under the charge of competent teachers. and good progress has 
‘ been made in the various branches taught. Most of our teachers 
have had considerable experience, and their labors have been pro- 
ductive of good results. It.is with regret that we notice no improve- 
ment as regards regularity of attendance. While a part of this is 
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doubtless due to sickness, yet the fact remains that many parents are 
very negligent in not insisting that their children shall be regular in 
attendance. It is to be hoped that the coming year will show an im- 
provement in this respect. In only two districts, Nos. one and four, 
could the. attendance be’called good. There are three school houses 
in this towh which.ave unfit for school purposes. It would seem to 
be a good policy to build new school houses where the wants of our 
people require it. A town that is free from debt, and has a good 
financial standing, should not ¢ompel its children to attend school in 
a building which the thrifty farmers would not use for a hen house. 
The sum of three hundred dollars was raised Jast year to build a 
school house. In our school warrant for this year there is an article 
to appropriate this money and choose the necessary committees. We 
hope that at our annual meeting this question may be disposed of in 
a manner that will reflect credit to the town.
